However, to this class a bonus is of 
secondary importance, but measures 
for immediately reducing indebtedness 
and annual payments of proportions

“I must at this*time thank Jack 
McKenzie of Teepoe Creek, our zone 
representative, for the very able assis- 
tance he gave the resolutions commit- 
vee on soldier settlers’ problems. From 
observations which I made last Octo- 
ber while travelling through this coun- 
try, I feel that a number of ex-soldiers 
moving on farms will eventually re- 
ceive much assistance tnrough the 
War Veterans’ Allowance Act, provi- 
sions of whici: will be greatly broad- 
ened in the near future. Personally, 
I feel that this act will be a blessing 
to many, as we grow older. Now you 
are quite right when you ask, hew can 
this apply to a farmer? Say your 
health is such that you are unable to 
work or tarm to make it a paying 
proposition. ‘Vhat are you going to 
do? Move into the city’? No! There 
is nothing there for you, and doesn't 
it seem a pity you-must leave the roof 


that has sheltered you and your 
family? Yes, ii does seem a pity. So, 
the policy of the Legion is to use 
machinery of the War Veterans’ 


Allowance Act to asist ex-soldiers who 
are getting along in years to live bet- 
ter and happier in their farm homes, 


“At this time let me quote the 
Minister of Defense and National 
Health, Mr. C. G. Power, from 
Hansard: ‘It is now proposed by this 
legislation to broaden the act stiil 
further so as to enable the board ad- 
ministrating it to write for any vet- 
eran, regardless of his age, who cannot 
maintain himself because of ecunomic 


as well as physical incapacity. I refer 
to the veteran who is only partially 
disabled but whose tangible or in- 


tangible disability, combined with cer- 
tain economic or industriel handicaps,

such as being unemployed for a long 
time, renders it extremely unlikely that 
he will be able to maintain himself 
again. The amendment will allow the 
board to award an allowance to any 
veteran having served in the theatre 
of actual war, but, because of a com-~- 
bination of conditions and circum- 
stances, is not likely again to become 
self-supporting and it will exclude 
only those veterans who are phys- 
ically Zit to maintain themselves as 
and when work is available to them.’ 
When this amendment goes into 
effect we have figured that over 5,000 
of our comrades will be brought under 
the provisions of this act One of the 
most difficult problems that concern | 
the ex-service men of Canada today is | 
with all the imperial veterans It is 
estimated that there are approximately 
50,0008 ex-Imperials in Canada, and 
from the records of the Veterans’ 
Assistance Commisison we gather that 


the number of Imperials unemployed is 
well over 5,000. Since 1929 the Cana- 
dian Legion has made representations 
tv the Rritish Empire Service League 
in orde) that the imperial government 
maw take greater interest in the wel- 
fare of ex-imperials in the Dominions 
Pre-war veterans of Canada who 
served in the imperia, forces are 
treated on the samc WUasis as those 
who served in the Canadian army.

Miss Betty McNaught of Beaver Lodge 
district, was a vivid and ‘nteresting 
speaker at the meeting of the Grande 
Prairie Women’s Institute at the home 
ot Mrs. &. WwW. Patterson on thursday 
evening But when the speeker-artist 
exhibited some of her own startlingly 
fine work the audience could not have 
enough of them, - 

it was not only because her land- 
scapes were realistically famillar to 
many——there wes one of Stony Lake 
in early morning, a vista of our foot- 
hills. e@ log cabin—it was more a feel- 
ing that the artist so undoubtedly 
loved and lived the scenes she depicted 


But perhaps it wes in her animal 
studies that Miss McNaught’s talent 
was most strikingly illustrated. one 


of two young colts resting on the bare 
prairie with the stark, boulder-looking 
hills beyond, was exhibited in Toronto 
last year. A more recent one, a lordly 
moose in a challenging stand against 
his natural background of trees and 
water, drew breathless admiration, It 
had a qnality of aliveness that could 
actually be felt. The artist's mediums 
varied all the way from charcoal to 
oils, a 
Canadian landscape painting really 
began in the pioneer crafts of early 
French Canadian homes, in sketches 
of the Jesuit missionaries and the 
military men, the speaker said.
